0th general and looſe Accounts, ſuch as that which flands at 
the beginning , Bede's Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory ; a Deſcription 
very light and mean i compar d with the other Excellent Per- 
formances of that Great Man: and yet as flight and incon- 
ſiderable as it is, it has been made uſe of by the Compilers of the

And yet of all theſe Tables (the number whereof was 
large) we have none now extant, but the Peutingerian Tables, 
publiſb' d by Velſerus, Ortelius and Bertius. Velſerus has ob- 
ferv'd that they are Ne of Errors and Miſtakes, which he re- 
ſolves into the ſame Cauſe that I juſt now hinted at. Houever 
tis a valuable Monument, and of great uſe in explaining the 
Roman Antiquities, and in tracing out their Journies, as well | 
as diſcovering the true Extent of the Empire.

| Before I came to the Univerſity I view'd the Place my ſelf ; but 
being not then in any capacity oy framing a Judgment either of 
this or any other Antiquities, and having not, Face that time, 
had a proper opportunity ef vietwing it anew, I cannot from 
my own Obſervations pretend to determine whether or no it be 
really the Remains of a Roman Monument. What therefore 
have to ſay upon this occaſion depends upon the Information of 
another Perſon, whom I do and ought always to honour. Diſ- 
courſing with him upon this Subject, he was pleas d to aſſure me 
that the Stones I have mention'd agree with ſuch Artificial Stones 
as he finds from his Reading were certainly made by the Romans, 
and the Broken Tiles, ſcatter d up. and down the Ground in no 
ſmall quantity, he ſays, are like thoſe in Weycock, (in the Pa- 
riſh of Laurence-Waltham) about a Mile Weſtward from this 
Place, and others that appear in good plenty alſo in a Cloſe call'd 
| Berry-Grove, at a little diſtance from White -Waltham Church. 
5 Theſe muſt be allow'd to be good Tokens of Antiquity ; yet they 
are not ſufficient Proofs to ſhew either this near Feens or that in 
Berry-Grove to have been a Roman Work. That of Weycock 
was without diſpute ſuch a Work, (and perhaps was once in An- 
toninus) there hauing been (ai there are now continually) great 
Numbers of Coyns plough'd up by the Husbandmen to confirm 
it; and 'twas from this Evidence that Mr. Camden has ſaid æ, 
that *twas a Roman Fort. Such Evidence I likewiſe requir'd 
with refpeft to this Building, Upon which I was inform'd from 
the ſame Friend that there had been divers Roman Coyns of 
| Braſs taken up in Feens Ground, but that the Workmen, 
thinking them to be of no moment, either threw them away, or 
elſe diſpers'd them in obſcure Hands; ſo that he has not, ; bead 
the ſtricteſt Inquiry, been able to obtain a ſight of one of them. 
For which reaſon we cannot proceed with ſo much ſecurity in laying

Camden is chief. He has diligently and nicely prov'd that the 


ag Logs ſupra cit. b 8 Natural Hiſtory of Laxcaſtire, lib.

Gaul and Britains had the ſame Religion; that they both had 
their Bards and Druids; enjoy'd the ſame Form of Govern- 
ment; us'd the ſame method of Fighting; had the ſame natu- 
ral Genius; were equally candid and innocent; were addicted 


to Change when provok d; were compaſſonate to their Rela- 


tions and always ready to partake in their Vindication. He 


has withall ſhew'd that they bath affected great Numbers 


of Servants ; that their Buildings were alike and were ſur- 
rounded with Hoods ; that they both uſually wore Chains of 
Gold about their Necks, and had Rings on their middle Fingers; 
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that they both wore long Hair, and that the Garments call'd £ 


 Brache were common to each. Theſe things he confirms from 
the bet and moſt approv'd Authors. And as the chief Ar- 


gument he has alledg'd variety of In/tances to ſhew that they 
ſpoke the ſame Language. Mr. Sherringham himſelf was aware 


of this, and therefore to evade the Force of the Argument, 


he makes the Trejuans to come through Gaul, which being 
then thinly inhabited he ſays Brute and his Companions ſoon 
conquer'd it, built a City and continu'd there *till ſuch time 


as they had well peopl'd it, after which they paſs'd over into 
Britain, and by that means the Britains came to have the 


| ſame Language. This is his Hypotheſis, which is ſo far from 


deſerving Approbation, that it does not ſeem conſiſtent with 


uſual Prudence, nor with the other wiſe Acts that are aſcrib'd 
to Brute. For no one that vightiy conſiders can think that 


Brute would voluntarily leave fo large a Country as Gaul for 
one that was ſo much 4%. It is therefore moſt likely that 


the Britains had their immediate Original from the Gauls. 
_ Czar himſelf thought fo as to thoſe that inhabited more near 
the Caaſts, notwithſtanding his Ob/ervation that the midland 


People were Aborigines. Nor will Boxhorn's Aſertion that 
the Gallick Tongue was the ſame with the Scythian overthrow 
this Hypothe/is. For it may very well be ſuppos'd that the 


_ Gauls came firſt from the Scythians, who are in Juſtin s ob- 
ſerv'd to have been the moſt antient People, and to have 
contended with the Ægyptians on that ſcore. This will 


exactly agree with what Camden and others have aſſerted con- 


cerning the Gauls being deſcended from Gomer, the eldeſt 

Son of Faphet. I know indeed that Mr. Sammes derives the 

Scghthians from Magog the ſecond Son of Japhet. But (not 
here to take notice of his contradicting himſelf in this Point)

And as Æſchylus tells us that the S- 
 thians were inmaxns GRe woes, a juſt Nation and fed upon 


» Horſes Milk, in which ſort of Creatures they took no ſmall 
pleaſure ; ſo the ſame might be ſaid of our antient Britains, 
who were very Religious and obſerv'd the Rules of their bs wh 


liv'd much upon Milt and Cheeſe, and took extraordinary De- 
light in Cattle, whence perhaps they might affect to have the 


zgures of Beaſts cut upon their Bodzes. From what has been 
laid down hope tis plain that the Gauls and Britains were of 
the ſame Original. What we have next to do is to ſee what 
Arms were us d by the Gauls. There are ſeveral Authors that 
have written of the nature of them, and particularly Cluver 


and Boxhorn. Their Names are ſpatha, geſſum, (geſum or gæ- 
ſum) lancea, ſparum, cateia, mataris, or rather materis, (not 

matara, machæra, Me, ugipss, pigs Or - ) thyreos, and 

cetrum or cetra.

Theſe he tells us were of Braſs, and he calls them 
Meadges. The larger of them was five Inches in Length, and 
three in Breadth. He is of opinion that they were us'd in 


the Wars, eſpecially when the Armies were very near each 
other, and came to Hand-blows. If they had Holes, by which 
they might have been fix'd to Helves, he would have be- 
liev'd them to be Battle Axes; but being neither hollow 
(as ours are) nor having no other way of being faſten'd to 
other Inſtruments he concluded that the name of Wedge:

The Urns ſeem clearly to evince that 
they were there. They are oftentimes alledg'd to ſhew that 


the Romans had Stations in other Places than thoſe accounted 


for in the common Editions of Antoninus's Itinerary; even 
in thoſe whereof there is no mention in the Anonymous Raven- 
nas, I know indeed that *tis ſaid that theſe Urns muſt be 


perfectly Daniſh, by reaſon of the ſmall black Bones and Aſpes 


found in them; which however is no ſure Ground to go 
upon. For I have ſeen in the Bodlejan Repoſitory a piece of 


a Roman Urn which was dug up ſeveral Years ago at an old 


Roman Town in England, with many others, ſome of which 


 _ were of different Figures, *Tis now in a Box, and with it 
are little black Bones, &c. wrapp'd up in two Pieces of courſe 


Linnen. This Linnen is in the ſame Figure with the Ur, 


but the Urn for one of the Pieces is wanting. The Smallneſs 


of the Bones ſhews that they are the Relichs of Children. It 
was cuſtomary among the Romans after the Bodies were burnt 
to waſh the 7 foo with Vine and Milt, and afterwards the 
Momen wrapt their Children in Linnen, dry'd them in their 
Beſems, and then put them into Urns to be bury'd. This 


Uuſtom was alſo peculiar to the Danes, who learn'd it from 


the Romans, from whom likewiſe they receiv'd Urz 1 
it ſelf. Such Urns too are mention'd by the famous Sir Tho- 


mas Browne to have been found at Old Palſingbam à in York- 
Ibire. And perhaps thoſe found ſome time ago in the Borough 


of Southwark s (by London) were of the ſame Sort; and 
others found at Camulodunum, which Dr. Gale reckons to 


be Walden, and not Malden according to the common ac- 
count. Not to mention thoſe found at Durolitum, which 


the fame Author makes q to be Leighton -Stone within five 
Miles of London, and not within fifteen Miles, as in the cor- 
rupt Copies of Antoninus.

I have alſo ſeen an ald « Manuſcript of Solinus Poly- 
hillor belonging to the Library of Greſham-College, in which 
there is an intire Chapter relating to Ireland, not exſtant (1 
think) in the common Editions, which, if genuine and not 


taken from Gyraldus Cambrenſis, will plainly prove that [re- 


land was known to and frequented by the Romans in his 
time. But I have not yet had a proper opportunity of tran- 
ſcribing CY it. Tis no wonder that Runick In- 
ſeriptions are diſcover'd in the Places where Roman Urns are 
found. Thoſe Inſcriptions might have been made upon other 
Occafions after the Ile x Man became in future Ages inha- 
bited by Danes and Norwegians. The ſame Accident has 
ſometimes happen'd in England. And Mr. Camden particu- 


larly relates in the cloſe of his Diſcourſe concerning Stone- 


Henge that in the time of King Henry VIII. was found at 
Stone-Henge a Table of mixt Metal, on which were ingrav'd 
many Letters, but the Character was ſo ſtrange that neither 
Sir Thomas Elyot, nor Mr. Lilly, the famous School-mafter of 
St. Paul's, could tell what to make of them, and ſo there 
was no care taken to preſerve the Monument, the Loſs of 


which was afterwards much lamented by Olaus Mormius, who 


thought it to be Runich, as without queſtion it was: and 
yet Stone-Henge it ſelf is a Roman Work, as has been made 


out by Mr. Inigo Jones, who though he was confuted by the 
late Learned Dr. Charleton, yet Mr. Fones's opinion was 

very well defended by Mr. John Webb, who has in his Book 

diſtinctly examin'd the Methods made uſe of both by the Ro- 


mans and the Danes in their Buildings.

Duties of Souldiers. Even the Artiſis that had receiv'd li- 


 beral Education are to be comprehended in this obſervation, 
I mean their Phyſicians; which is the reaſon that in Fabret- 


ti g we have the Picture of a Phyſician fortify'd with a lorica 


or Coat of Mail, and moving his Hands to a fich Perſon that 
was his Patient. "The lorica ſhews he was one of the better 
fort of Souldiers call'd evocati, thoſe of the inferior order being 
allow'd only a Pectoral of thin Braſs. It withal points out

Beſides which Ways he alſo made divers other leſſer ones

INC E the Publication of this Diſcourſe I find that 
LI Begerus y hath given ſome Account of the ſame kind of 
Inſtruments. He reckons them amongſt the ancient celtes, 
which were chiefly made uſe of in cutting Inſcriptions upon 
Sepulchral Monuments. And this Opinion will very well 
agree with, and in no ſmall meaſure confirm, what I have 
noted, viz. that they are ſome of the ancient Chiſſels. And 
being found in Forreign Countries, as well as Britain, we 
5 may from thence learn that they are not properly Britiſg 
| | Weapons, but rather Roman, hy . 
Sepulchral Monuments, amongſt the Romans, were look ' d 
upon as very ſacred, and ſevere Puniſhments were inflicted 
upon ſuch as preſum'd to violate them.

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It may be farther noted that not only the Stones, but even 
the Ground for ſuch a Diſtance was eſteem'd as holy. For 
this reaſon we have in old Monuments ſo many Feet in agro 
& in fronte. Since therefore Funeral Monuments were held 
ſo ſacred, tis no wonder that the moſt ſacred Sort of Metal 
was imploy'd in cutting and ingraving the Inſcriptions upon 
them. The depth of the Letters requir'd no great Force in 
the Operation, at leaſt not a greater than was conſiſtent with 
the Strength of ſuch a Metal. But allowing this, why ſhould 
the Romans uſe it on other occaſions, namely in paving the 
High-Ways and in forming their Camps, when Iron, a more 
proper Metal, might be ſo eaſily procur'd by them? Several 
curious Obſervations and Reflections might be made in Re- 
ply to this Queſtion ; but all I ſhall ſay in anſwer to it is, that 
the Romans were a very Religious People, and they thought 

that the more venerable for it's Sacredneſs the Metal they 
made uſe of was, ſo much the more proſperous the Works 
they rais'd by the help of it would be. Apollo, Mars and 
Mercury, as well as the other Gods, appear frequently amongſt 
fthoſe Figures on Monuments of Antiquity that are owing to 
the Romans, This is wholly to be attributed to their Religion. 
And *tis a notable inſtance of it that we have in the Stwnsfield 
teſſellated Pavement, where Apollo Sagittarius (who, for the 
Aſſiſtance he is ſuppos'd to have given in Military Affairs, in 
an Inſcription in the learned Mr. GALE's valuable Edition 
of Antoninus « is ſtyl'd MARS BELATVCAD RVS) is re- 
preſented with a Jaculum in one Hand, and a Patera (made 
like a Cantharus) in the other, thereby ſhewing how neceſ- 
ſary, it is that even in Matters of War the Offices of Religion 
uld be ſtrictly obſerv d, and that no Action of that Kind 
ſhould be undertaken without paying the greateſt Adoration 
to, and having the moſt profound Reverence for, the Gods, 
particularly for ſuch as were ſuppos d to intereſt themſelves 
more nearly upon ſuch occaſions. It muſt indeed be allow'd 
that Braſs (as we uſe it now) was not fo fit for cutting and 
poliſhing ſuch Stones as were of a more hard and firm Sub- 
itance. But then (not to take notice that our Inſtrument in 
the BoDLEIAN Repoſitory is very much blunted and bros 
ken in the Operation to which it had been imploy'd) we are

And Leland himſelf mentions 3 Axes 
for War, and Swords of Copper that had been found at 
 Gnaverſlake Bay in Cornwal, to ſay nothing of the Braſs Hel- 
met in Lambecius yy. This is certain, that had not this way of 
tempering it been of old time in very great Perfection, tis 
not conceivable how or why all their Arms ſhould be made 


The Scripture tells ꝙ us 
that Gohah's Helmet, Boots (or Greaves) and Shield were all 


of Braſs. Upon which occaſion Chiffletius notes that all the 


_ Military Inſtruments were of Braſs, at the ſame time obſerving 
that they had a particular way of tempering it, notwithſtanding 
loſt afterwards. And this is confirm'd from the Parian Chro- 
nicle in which tis noted that Iron was not found out till about

according to the Scholiaſt, „ Thu janxivrixuy iD. Alcæus 


alſo, a very ancient Poët, in an excellent Fragment of him 


preſery'd by Athenzus u, tells us of a very large Houſe moſt 


neatly furniſhed with Braſs Arms, ſuch as Helmets, Boots or 


Greaves, Breſt Plates, Shields, Swords, Belts, and Coats of 
Mail, as may appear from the Words themſelves, which 1

Emendation he by no means allows. For the Ancients call'd 


Inſtruments made of Braſs opera Chalcidica; becauſe Works of 


this kind began firſt to be wrought at Chalcis in Eubæa, as 
*twas thought. Thence Stephanus de Urbibus: Towis x 
dis S, nanFivey, Ag T6 yarxoveytia rer weg ew reis dPbnvoy. 
Upon this occaſion it may be farther obſerv'd that tho” the 
word Ku in amongſt the old Greeks was properly underſtood 
of ſuch a galea as was made of a Dog's skin, yet that in this 
Fragment we are to take it in a different Senſe, ſo as to be 


meant of galee that conſiſted of Braſs, and were not diſtinct 


from the caffides. And I do not doubt but that even amongſt 
the Romans in the more early Ages their galeæ too were not 
always made of Leather, notwithſtanding the Etymology of 
the Word, but oftentimes of Braſs. I might here enter into 


Diſpute about the Antiquity of the word caſſis, (which more 
anciently was written caſſida or caſſila) and the true Significa- 
tion of it, and illuſtrate ſeveral particulars in ancient Hiſtory 5 


relating to Military Affairs. But theſe are Speculations that 
require more time than I can command at preſent; and there 


fore referring the Reader that deſires full ſatisfaction about the 
| Matter and Form of the Military Arms mention'd by Homer, 
and the other old Authors, to Everardus Feithius's Antiquita- 


tes Homerice (which is a moſt excellent, uſeful Book, and 
very fit to be recommended to all young Gentlemen that 


ſtudy the ancient Greek Claſſicks) all I ſhall now farther ob- 
ſerve is, that ſoon after the Publication of the Vi. Volume of 


this Work, my honour'd Friend Dr, RicyarD RICHARDSON 
(an e and learned Phyſician of North 
Brierly in the Weſt Riding of York/hire, and formerly a Mem- 
ber of UNIVERSITY College in OxFoRD) was pleas'd to fend 


me a Letter, in which, amongſt other Particulars, he hath

Having read over your elaborate Edition of Leland's Iti- 
nerary to the End of the Fifth Vol. (for which the curious, 
eſpecially ſuch as ſtudy our Engliſh Antiquities, are much 
obliged to you) I find it adorned with a great many learned 
Remarks upon the Antiquities of ſeveral Counties, moſt of 
your own, and ſome communicated to you by Friends, which 
add a very great Luſtre to the Work. This has induced me to 
look over ſome diſperſed Papers relating to a few of the An- 
tiquities that I have obſerv'd in theWeſt-Riding of Yorkſhire, 
which I had chiefly taken notice of ſome Years ago. If they 
will be ſerviceable to you in any reſpect, I give you free li- 
berty of making what uſe of them you pleaſe ; tho' I wiſh I 
had time to reduce them into that agreeable Method, as 
might render them fit for the Publick. The Obſervations 
are juſt, and ſuch as you may depend upon. Mr. Camden 
has left us a very ſlight Account of the Weſt-Riding of Vor- 
ſhire, eſpecially of that Part joyning upon Lancaſhire, which 
affords as many Curioſities both of Art and Nature as any | 
Part of England, and doubtleſs would afford as great Satis= 


faction to any diligent and learned Inquirer.

Of Britiſh Antiquities, that are certainly ſuch, I can give 
but a very flender Account, _ have ſeveral Heads of 
Darts that are Flints of ſeveral Colours found here by plough- 


ing, and are looked upon as Britiſh, And I have met with 


ſeveral Britiſh Words that are ſtill in uſe, ſuch as Laghton 
for a Garden, which I take to be a Bed, or Hillock, of Leeks; ol 
Kaums, a barren and ſteep piece of waſt Ground, which 
ſeems to me to be a Derivative from the Iriſh Word Kuanna, - 
a Mountain; beſides many others, which L cannot now re- 
member: tho' I doubt not but a much greater number may 
be diſcovered by any Perſon skilled in the Britiſh Language, 
I have now by me one of thoſe Braſs Inſtruments found at 
Kiddale, and given me by William Ellis Eſq; , Proprietor ot 
the Place, which ſeems exactly to agree with the Draught _ 
ſent you by Mr. Thoresby, upon which you have with much 
Learning and Judgment given us your thoughts; but (With 
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Submiſſion to much better Judges) I am induc'd to think, 


that theſe Inſtruments did not belong to the Romans, nor 


were imployed to any uſe yet aſſigned them: and that they 
were not the Heads of ſtaves belonging to the Britains (as 
Mr. Thoresby believes) I think you have given full Satiſ- 


faction. 


That theſe Inſtruments were caſt in a Mould is very evi- 


dent, not only by the Seams on the Sides, but by the ver) 


Sand in which they were caſt, this of mine being very nig 
half filled with it. The Compoſition I take obe the ſame 


with our Braſs Pots, and to conſiſt of two Parts of courſe 
Copper, and one of Lead. "Theſe Inſtruments are alſo too 
much hollowed, and too thin, to be imployed for cutting of 


Wood or Stone. And withal being fixed to a Handle or 
Shaft, they muſt be driven into Wood or Stone by the force 


of a Hammer; which great force not only the Brittleneſs 
and Softneſs of the Metal doth not admit of, but they muſt 


alſo by ſuch Violence be burſt in Pieces. And beſides I do | 
not ſee why we ſhould aſſign ſuch ſervile uſes to a Metal 


ſo ſacred to the Romans, when this part of Britain affords 
one much fitter for the purpoſe you imploy theſe Inſtru- 
ments to. That Iron was made in this Neighbourhodd in 


the time of the Romans a late Diſcovery has ſufficiently 


convinced me, Upon removing a heap of Cinders to repair 
the High-Ways withal, a good Quantity of Copper Roman 
5 5 were diſcovered, ſome of which I have now in my 


poſſeſſion. "Theſe were of Conſtantine, Conſtantius, Dio- 


_ cletian, and of the Uſurper Carauſius. This Country a- 
| bounds with ſuch heaps of Cinders, though we have not ſo 
much as any Tradition that ever Iron was made there. 


That the Romans underſtood the 'Tempering of Steel to a 
very great Nicety the ſtately Monuments of Granate and 


Porphyry ftill at Rome are Evidence for us. If it be al- 


lowed that the Romans made Iron in theſe Parts, and un- 


derſtood the Tempering of\it, I do not ſee why a leſs fit 


Metal, and alſo of more Value, ſhould be ſubſtitute to it. 
But I muſt ſtill own my ſelf at a loſs to apply a proper 
uſe to them, though I am not ſatisfyed with any that has 


been affigned, The laſt Summer I met with a MS. Account 


de Antiquitatibus Inſulæ Monæ in the Hands of my worthy 


and learned Friend Mr. Fowke nigh Ruthin in Denbyſhire, 
ſent him to peruſe by Mr. Rowland a Clergyman of An- 
gleſey, and Author of it, in which I found the deſigns of ſe- 


veral Braſs Inſtruments of the ſame Form with, ours, Ms

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alſo a Loop at the Side, though nat a fourth part ſo large. 
Theſe were found in Angleſey, and by him taken to be the 

—* Heads of Britiſh Darts. Though I cannot believe that theſe 
of ours were ever imployed to that uſe, yet I am inclinable 
to think they are Remains of the ſame People. And if li- 
berty of Conjecture may be allowed, perhaps they have 
been Axes uſed in ſacrificing ſome of the ſmaller Quadru- 
peds by the ancient Britains, and might have been fixed to 
a crooked Handle after the manner here meanly deſigned, 
the Loop on the Side ſerving to make the Inſtrument more 
firm by putting a Wire through it, and tying it to the Shaft; 
but this I wholly ſubmit to your Judgment. 
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As for Roman Antiquities, that are certainly ſuch, there 
have been great Quantities of their Coyn diſcovered in this 
Neighbourhood within the memory of Man; but none of 
very early Date, The firſt I met with was diſcovered at 
Sowerby within the Pariſh of Hallyfax, a little above the 1 
_ Town, nigh the High-Way, and ſome of them were given 
me by Mr. John Hargraves of Hallyfax, one of Nerva, one 
of Veſpaſian, one of Trajan, and one of Hadrian, all of Silver, 
and well preſerved, but nothing material in their Reverſes. 
About twenty Years agoe were found ſeveral Hundreds of 
Coyns of the following Emperors nigh Heaton within the 
Pariſh of Burſtall, in a F ield called Hedleſhaw. Being Pro- 
1 + wary of the Place, great Quantities of them (all of mixt 
Hetal) came to my Hands, viz. of Heliogabalus, Severus 
Vol. I. HT 8 Alexander, 


. 
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Alexander, Gallienus, Gallus, Philippus, Decius, Gordianus 
Pius, the Uſurper Poſtumus, and of ſeveral others which I 
have not time to look out. There were alſo not long ſince 
divers large Copper Medals found at Hoveldge within the 
Townſhip of Hipperholme in a thick Glaſs Veſſel. Thoſe I 
got were of Diocleſian, Allectus and Carauſius, and doubtleſs 
there were divers others, tho' they were diſperſed before I 
had intelligence of them. Some alſo of later Date I was 
ſhown not long agoe found fallen from a Precipice of Stain- 
land, but much defaced by time. 'Tho' we have many Bar- 
rows within the Cumpace of ten Miles from this Place, yet I 
dare not affirm any of them to be Roman, no Remains of 
that Nation being found nigh them that have come to my 
knowledge. 3 . . 1 
Mr. Camden places Olacana at Ilkley, and the diſtance from 
Iſurium agrees with his opinion. The Roman Altar alſo found 
there and the Alluſion to the Name contribute to confirm it. 
But then there is this to be ſaid againſt it, that tho' I have 
made great Inquiries, yet I cannot find that ever any Me- 
dals, . or any other Antiquities of that kind have been 
diſcovered at this Place. So that ] began to queſtion the 
truth of Mr. Camden's Opinion, *till of late meeting with the 
N Reverend Mr. Roberts Rector of Linton in Craven, and in- 
Aauiring whether N met with any thing remarkable nigh _ 
that Place, he told me he had obſerved a paved Way. of an 
_ unuſual Breadth betwixt Hainworth and Cullingworth in the 
Pariſh of Bingley, which doubtleſs muſt have been a Roman 
Way. It appears there bare, being above twelve Feet 
broad, and neatly ſet of ſuch Stones as the Place afforded. 
It's Statelineſs ſhows it's Original, and you may trace it 
| Where the Ground is pretty hard, a Ridge appearing higher 
i 5 than the Surface of the Earth in ſome Places being only co- 
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4 | vered with Graſs, tho' I have been informed that it is often

4 hheaps of Stones called Skirts of Stones, one of them ſtill of a 

j . Conical Figure, but much the leſſer. From the other have 

1 been removed vaſt Quantities of Stone imployed in walling 
the Neighbouring Incloſures within the memory of Man.

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ſiderable piece of Ground. If theſe had been heaps of Earth, 
or ſo much as covered with Earth, being ſo nigh the Way, 


I ſhould have believed them to have been fumuli of the Ro- 


mans. .But being _ heaps of Stones, I ſhall ſuſpend my 
thoughts till I am in 

ſuch Monuments over their Dead. Ilkley now is a very 
mean Place, and chiefly famous for a cold Well which has done 
very remarkable Cures in ſcrophulous Caſes by bathing in, 
and drinking of, it. The laſt ſhows it to be a Vitriolike Wa- 
ter, tho' I have made no farther Tryal of it. The Stones 
Mr. Camden obſerved in the Church-Yard are now broken 


down, and much defaced, tho' ſome Fragments of them ſtill 
remain in the wagon, ety and upon one of them is 


placed a Dyal, on the Weſt Side of which is an human Fi- 


gure (tho' much injured by time) with a Glory about his Head, 


which ſhows theſe Monuments not to be of that Antiquity 
Mr. Camden makes them, and not to claim a farther D 
than that of Chriſtianity in Britain. Perhaps this might have 


ormed that the Romans ever erected

been the Tutelar Saint of the Place. But I take them to be 


of the ſame kind, and erected upon the ſame account with 
thoſe Dr. Plot has obſerved erected in the like places in 


Staffordſhire. Upon the Tops of Harding Moor, not far 
from the above mentioned Way, was ſhown me by Benja- 


min Ferrand Eſq; another Skirt of Stones, much leſs than the 


two former, and nigh it a Row of Stones placed in a Line 
5 3 but few of them appear above 
two Feet above the Heath, and ſome lye hid under it. That 
theſe Stones were placed here by deſign no Perſon that ſees 
them can doubt; but for what End I cannot conjecture, 
having never ſeen any thing of this kind before. There is no 


nigh 200. Paces in 


Tradition of them. Beſides being out of all Roads, they are 


known to few. Tis probable the Way that leads to Ilkley 


may be found upon the Moors leading from thence to Iſu- 


rium, now Aldburrough, nigh which Place are to be ſeen 
thoſe noble Antiquities the Devil's Arrows, which I have 
ſeveral times beheld with much Admiration, and had lately 


an opportunity of taking their exact Dimenſions, which I do 
not remember I have any where obſerved before. The 


talleſt of them is now 24. Feet above Ground, and in cir- 
cumference at the Baſis about 18. Feet. The ſecond about 
23. Feet lower, and nigh the Baſis pretty much of the ſame 
| Bioneſs, The third, which is much the largeſt, tho' lower 


than the ſecond by 3. Feet, is above 24. Feet in circumfe- 


| rence aj the Baſis, The Form of all theſe is alike from Top 


1 l 
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to Bottom, being perfect Parallelograms. The Tops have 


ſuffered very much by Weather. How theſe came to be 


_ called rude and unpoliſhed Stones, I know not. But any 


Perſon upon fight of them muſt confeſs the contrary. That 
they are artificial Stones muſt alſo be acknowledged an Er- 
ror, being of the ſame ſort of Gritt our Mill-Stones are uſual- 
ly made of, And indeed of this fort of courſe Stone moſt of 

e Baſs Relievo's, Altars, and Roman Buildings now ex- 


fant are made. I ſuppoſe the impoſſibility of removing theſe 


Stones from far was the occaſion that they were looked upon 
to be artificial, and made upon the Place, there being no 
Quarries of Stone of this kind within ten Miles of the Place 
where they are erected. One of them now ſtands in a Gar- 
den, and when I took the Dimenſions the Gardener told me 
he had dug to the Bottom of it, and ſaid it was ſeven Feet 
within Ground, not ſtanding upon any Pedeſtal, but had a 


round Bottom. The Ground being then looſe, at my requeſt, 


he dug three or four Feet deep, where the Stone appeared 
wrought by Art, the Impreffion of the Tool being ſtill to be 


ſeen. So that I am ſatisfied that the Inequalities that appear 


upon theſe Monuments are purely the Effects of Time. I 


could not hear of any Medals, or any other Remains found 
nigh them that might give us a clear Inſight to what Nation 


they belonged ; but being within a Mile of Iſurium (an un- 
doubted Roman Colony) and alſo nigh the Watling-Street, 


we may reaſonably imagin them to be Remains of the 


ſame People. Againſt this there lyes one material Objection, 
(viz.) If theſe be Trophies of the Romans, ſet up in memory of 


ſome remarkable Victory over the Britains, why ſhould they not 


have endeavoured to perpetuate it by ſome Inſcription, which 


the Romans were vain-glorious enough to do every where upon 


the like and Teſs Octaſions? But the Regularity of theſe Mo- 


numents ſhow that they belonged to ſome ow Nation, 
they became 


Scholars to the Romans. And of lower Date no Antiquary 


will allow them to be. In Heaton Fields, nigh the Hedle- 


ſhaw where the Roman Coyns before mentioned were found, 
is a high piece of Ground called Stun/teads, where have been 
ploughed up ſeveral Coyns ( one 'of Septim : Severus, and 
one of Pertinax, both of Silver, I have now by me) and alſo

have 
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Antiquities fond in Yorkſhire, 
have mentioned Alnondbury, I will endeavour to give you 


a better Idea of the Place than has hitherto been done. 
In the Town I never met with any thing remarkable. 
Neither upon Inquiry have I heard of any Altars, Urns, 
or any kind of o, or Medals, that have been found nigh 
it, which might farther confirm Mr. Camden's Opinion. 
Caſtle Hill ſtands at a good diſtance from the Town, and I 
believe was the chief motive to fix this Station here. The 
Top of the Hill, which ſeems to cofitain five, or fix, Acres of 
Ground is ſurrounded with a large Bank of Earth, which re- 
mains pretty intire to this Day. The Area, which is of an 
oblong F ſure; inclines to the Eaft, where it was only ac- 
ceſſible. This Area is ſubdivided into three by two deep 
Ditches, that upon any Attack the beſieged might retreat 
from the firſt Area to the ſecond, which is higher, and ſecured 


buy a Ditch, and ſo, upon Caſe of Neceſſity, to the third which 


commands both the other, upon which a Beacon now ſtands. 
Mr. Camden mentions the Foundation of a Caſtle in this 
Place; but I am certain if ever there was one, it muſt have _ 
been before the Hill was ſecured by this Bank of Earth, 
Which, as I have ſaid before, incompaſſes the whole Hill, 
and ſeems to be it's chief Barrier. There is now in an Inclo- 
ſure nigh Kirkleys (within four Miles of Almondbury) the 


Seat of Sir John Armytage Baronet, a Camp of a ſquare _ 
Form containing two, or three Acres of Ground, ſecured by 


2 Bank of Earth and a Ditch, which has given Name to the 
Ground, being called Caſtle Field, tho' there was never any 
Building in it. Nigh Cullingworth before mentioned there 
is a Camp of a circular Form called now Caftle-/tead, tho? 

I 'am ſatisfyed there was never any Building there. There is 


one of this kind upon Thorton Height, and another upon 
Winke More of the ſame Form. From whence it appears 


that theſe Places of Defence were called Caſtles, tho' never 
any Building there erected. I am induced to believe that 
_ Caſtle Hill was a Fortification of the ſame kind, and no- 
„ more. LEI a 
The Cuſtom of calling Perſons only by their Chriſtian 

Names, and the Place of Abode of either P. ather or Grand- 
Father without naming any Sir-Names is much in uſe in the 
Pariſh of Hallyfax (a Place of great Extent) eſpecially nigh 
Heptonſtall, as v. g. Richard of Chriſtophers, of the G 


wood, Richard of Williams, of Roberts, of the Hoohale.
